But con¬ 
sidering the fact that the British alliance 
ba« rendered it possible for Japan to 
fight Uussia for the establishment of her 
position in the Far "East. 1 consider it 
out of the question that Japan will bind 
herself in such a manner as might com¬ 
pel her to assist Russia in the event 
thstlftii* Rnssian Emperor's government 
later concluded to »muke an attack on 
India. This is the more improbable, in- 
aamuch as Great Britain is anxious not 
only to renew, but to strengthen her alli¬
